ished'and instead a license fee im- 
posed based on weight or horse-power. 
The members of the legislature who 
have been arriving in Madison havo 
been discussing the matter and there 
seems to be a. -tendency in the direc- 
tion of amending automobile license 
legislation with a view to bringing 
about an increase in the highway fund. 
Those who favor this, point.to the li- 
cense fees in other states and instance 
Wisconsin as a state requiring a fee 
far below the average. 
In this connection an investigation 
as to the plans followed

states divulges some interesting facts. 
The general rule seems to be that the 
automobile license Is baaed on horse- 
power rather than 
a fixed tax. In 
most states, in addition to the license 
fee, there is a personal property tax.

Graded horse- 
power license of two types, in. some 
states so much per horse-power and in 
other states a classification of cars 
based on horse-power with a. fixed fee 
for each classification; a fixed license 
fee like Wisconsin; a perpetual license 
fee during individual ownership;

DRAG RULES. 


Colorado Experiment Station la- 


•u«i Som* Good Advic*. 


Use a light drag. 
Haul It over the road at an angle M 


that a small amount of earth Is puahed 
to the center of the road. 


Drive the team at a walk. 
Ride on the drag; do not walk. 
Begin at one side of the road, return- 


Ing up the opposite side. 


Drag the road as soou after every 


rain as '.ossible, but not when the mud 
is in such a condition as to stick to the 
drag. 


Do not drag a dry rond. 
Drag whenever possible at all »ea- 


lons of the year. 


The width of traveled way to be 


maintained by the drag should be from 
eighteen to twenty feet. First drag a 
little more than the width of a single 
wheel track, tben gradually Increase 
until desired wldtli is obtained. 


Always drag a little earth, toward 


the center of the road until It Is raised 
from ten to twelve inches above the 
edges of the traveled way. 


If the drag cuts too much shorten 


the hitch. 


The amount of earth that the drag 


will carry along can be very considera- 
bly controlled by the driver, according 
aa be stands near the cutting end or 
awav from It. 
When the roads are first dragged 


after a muddy spell the wagons ahould 
drive if possible to one side until the 
roadway has a chance to free2e or par- 
tlally dry out. 
The best results from dragging are 


obtained only by repeated application. 


Remember that constant attention Is 


necessary to maintain an earth road iu 
Its best condition.

6,000 miles of state highways and 25, 
000 miles of county roads, Making * 
total of 31,000 miles of public ,high- 
ways In the state. This is a type oi 
preparedness which may well be rec 
ommended to tbe people of the natlor 
at large. It is preparedness both foi 
the piping times of peace and the dark 
days of war, and it is ail tbe more im- 
pressive in view of the fact that tht 
outside public frequently thinks ol 
Colorado as a state of towering peak* 
and well nigh Impassable mountain 
ranges.-

Frauce ecnomically and financially, the 
entire world stood amazed at the xnar.- 
nef- in which France, in less than ;i 
vear, borrowed this amount from her 
peorle and paid off the debt. 
Yet in the present instance, after 
two ye'irs of warfare, after subscribing 
in an amazing manner to preceding 
loans, the French people, . not in a 
vear. but in three weeks only, sub- 
scribed a new war loan of ovar^two
